A  stirring  Commencement  Ad- 
dress, '  titled  "Confusion  in  Eden," 
was  delivered  by  Dr.  Joseph  L.  Rob- 
erts, Jr.,  Pastor  of  the  Ebenezer 
Baptist  Church  of  Atlanta,  during 
the  afternoon  exercises  held  at  the 
Columbia  Presbyterian  Church. 

Graduates  Virginia  Simmons  Ellis, 
George  Harrison  McDonald,  and  An- 
na Case  Winters  were  awarded  their 
degrees  "with  distinction"  due  to 
their  outstanding  academic  achieve- 
ments. Anna  Case  Winters  also  re- 
ceived the  Fannie  Jordan  Bryan  Fel- 
lowship for  further  graduate  studies. 

Following  a  tradition  of  longstand- 
ing, President  J.  Davison  Philips  gave 
the  charge  to  the  graduates  by  read- 
ing selected  passages  from  the  Bible.

PROFESSOR  ELECTED  BY  BOARD 

The  Reverend  Thomas  G.  Long, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Ministry  at 
Erskine  Theological  Seminary,  has 
been  elected  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  Columbia  Seminary  to  become 
the  Assistant  Professor  of  Preaching 
and  Worship  for  a  three  year  term 
beginning  July  1,  1978. 

In  making  the  appointment,  Presi- 
dent J.  Davison  Philips  states, 
"Leadership  in  worship  and  skill  in 
proclaiming  the  Word  of  God  are 
vital  to  an  effective  ministry  in  the 
Church  today.  Columbia  Seminary  is 
indeed  fortunate  in  having  a  person 
of  Professor  Long's  ability,  compe- 
tence, and  dedication  to  serve  on  its 
faculty  in  this  important  area  of  our 
curriculum."

Paul  feels  that  his  banking  experi- 
ence will  put  him  in  good  stead  for 
dealing  with  people  and  situations  in 
the  Church.  He  believes  that  there 
are  some  similarities  between  the 
"life  and  death  financial  decisions" 
of  the  business  world  and  the  "life 
and  death  spiritual  decisions"  in  liv- 
ing the  Christian  life. 

The  Ards  have  kept  close  ties  with 
their  home  church.  It  was  while  Paul 
was  serving  as  an  elder  in  the  Reho- 
both  Presbyterian  Church  of  Decatur, 
Georgia,  that  the  Lord  led  him  to 
Columbia  Seminary.

"It  was  during  my  Junior  year  in 
college  that  I  was  really  confronted 
with  the  challenge  of  the  Gospel. 
This  was  the  Viet  Nam  era  with  so 
much  unrest  on  the  college  campus. 
This  proved  to  be  a  real  turning- 
point  in  my  life  and  ultimately  led 
me  to  respond  to  a  call  from  God  to 
become  a  minister."  With  these 
words,  Warner  Durnell  spoke  of  his 
pilgrimage  that  led  to  Columbia 
Seminary. 

A  native  of  Pennsylvania,  Warner 
came  to  Atlanta  with  his  wife,  Sandy, 
and  daughter,  Clarisse,  in  1973.  The 
warmth  and  testimony  of  the  West- 
hills  Presbyterian  Church  was  a  real 
factor  in  Warner's  decision  to  at- 
tend Columbia  Seminary.  He  was 
encouraged  to  take  some  courses  at 
Columbia  by  his  Pastors,  John  Sharp 
and  Bill  Hammond. 

"One  thing  that  I  have  appreciated 
about  Columbia  Seminary  is  the  fact 
that  the  faculty  and  administration 
have  a  genuine  sense  of  Christian  in- 
tegrity. They  take  their  teaching 
seriously."

I  went  to  Mon- 
treat  every  summer  and  often  at- 
tended the  World  Mission  Confer- 
ence. The  summer  1  was  thirteen  and 
at  Montreat,  I  knew  I  wanted  to  be 
a  missionary."  In  these  words, 
Charles  Evans  describes  how  the 
Lord  led  him  to  prepare  for  service 
as  a  missionary  of  the  cross. 

Charles  is  about  ready  to  have  his 
dream  to  become  a  missionary  ful- 
filled. The  Board  of  International 
Mission,  PCUS,  has  appointed  him 
to  become  an  evangelistic  missionary 
to  Zaire  for  a  period  of  four  years. 
Charles  is  no  stranger  to  Africa  as 
he  spent  three  years  in  Zaire  as  a 
teacher  of  missionary  children. 

Charles  feels  that  his  courses  at 
Columbia  Seminary,  especially  his 
time  spent  in  Supervised  Ministry 
and  independent  studies  in  Christian 
Education  and  Evangelism,  "have 
prepared  him  well"  for  his  career  as 
a  missionary.

A  bequest  valued  at  $24,195.72  comes  to  Columbia  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  L.  Martin  of  Mullins,  South  Carolina.  Mrs. 
Martin,  a  long-time  supporter  of  the  Seminary  died  February  26,  1978. 

The  Martins  began  supporting  Columbia  with  financial  gifts  in  1943 
when  they  established  the  Dr.  and  Mrs.  F.  L.  Martin  Scholarship  Fund  out 
of  their  "love  for  the  Seminary"  and  their  "concern  for  the  true  preaching 
of  the  Word." 

Dr.  Martin  was  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  Mullins  Presbyterian  Church  and 
Mrs.  Martin  held  main  offices  during  her  lifetime.  Their  bequest  is  given
